On Tuesday Evening August 13, Donald Wilson, District Commissioner, and myself 
stopped in to Troop Meeting at or around 7:00 P.M. WE were not certain that Sherrard 
would be in attendance; however, shortly after arrival he came out of the church 
Scout Troop Meeting Room. We approached him and suggested that maybe we could meet 

PRIVATELY FOR A FEW MOMENTS TO DISCUSS A PROBLEM. HE BECAME SOMEWHAT BELL I GERANT 
IN HIS ATTITUDE AND STATED THAT HE HAO THINGS TO DO WITH THE TROOP. WE STATED AT 
THAT TIME THIS WAS OF UTMOST IMPORTANCE TO SCOUTING AND TO THE TROOP HE WAS ASSOCI- 
ATED WITH. HE ACRttO; AND WE WALKED AWAY FROM THE ENTRANCE OF THE CHURCH ANQ. PRO- 
CEEDED AT THAT TIME TO EXPLAIN THAT HE WAS INVOLVED IN A PERSONAL PROBLEM THArf LED 
THE Fl RELANDS AREA COUNCIL TO MAKE A DECISION REGARDING HIS REGISTRATION IN THE BOY 
SCOUTS OF AMER I CA . WE ALSO ASKED IF HE KNEW WHAT WE WERE REFERRING TO; AND HE STATED 
THAT HE DID. 

WE ALSO THEN ASKED IF IN FACT HE DID PLEAD GUILTY TO THE CHARGES SET FORTH 
EARLIER THIS SUMMER; AND HE SAID THAT HE DID. HE FURTHER STATED THAT HE WAS UNDER 
EVALUATION AND UNDER MEDICAL HELP OF A PSYCHIATRIST. 

His Wife, Cathy L. Sherrard, came over to where we were discussing this problem 
and wondered what was going on; and we told her why we were there. after some dis- 
cussion he agreed that he would sign a letter tendering his resignation as a member 
of the Boy Scouts of America ano all Scouting activities effective immediately.
